EIRE  PREVENTION  PROGRAM 

IN  CASE  OF  FIRE,  WOULD  YOU  OR  WOULD  YOU  NOT? 

Would  you  feel  great  sympathy  for  a  neighbor  whose  house  burned  down,  or 
would  you  condemn  him? 

In  one  of  the  European  countries  when  there  is  a  fire  on  a  man's  property, 
he  and  his  family  members  must  prove  that  it  was  not  their  fault  in 
order  to  escape  criminal  charge.     A  man  is  held  guilty  of  being  re- 
sponsible for  the  fire  on  his  property  until  he  proves  that  all  possible 
fire  prevention  measures  had  been  observed.     Is  this  the  right  attitude 
for  you  to  assume,  or  should  a  farmer's  neighbor  pity  him  even  when  the 
fire  is  a  result  of  his  carelessness  and  neglect? 

In  case  of  fire  would  you  try  to  save  yourself  and  others,  and  also  your 
valuable  possessions,  or  would  you  '""lose  your  head"? 


Fire  drills  are  held  in  schools  and  public  buildings.    Why  not  in  homes? 
A  drill  will  make  you  better  prepared  to  save  your  household  belongings 
and  valuables.    Decide  which  things  are  the  most  important  to  save.  Di- 
vide up  duties  among  members  of  the  family.     Drill  each  person  in  what 
he  should  do  first,  second,  third.    A  fire  is  an  experience  that  may  come 
to  you,  an  experience  every  family  fears  and  hopes  to  escape.     Once  start- 
ed, fire  works  fast.     It  is  wise  to  be  prepared  for  it. 

Would  you  have  ready  for  use  such  f iro-f ight ing  equipment  as  you  possess? 


There  is  a  ladder  on  almost  all  farms.     Is  it  hung  in  a  place  where  it 
would  be  quickly  available  in  case  of  fire,  or  is  it  hidden  out  of  sight 
under  rubbish?    A  ladder  hanging  from  pegs  on  the  outside  of  a  building 
is  in  a  convenient  location  in  case  of  fire.    List  all  the  fire-fighting 
equipment  you  own:  such  as  a  fire  extinguisher,  hose,  ladder,  axe,  pails, 
etc.    Always  store  taose  in  the  same  place,  located  where  they  would  be 
ready  to  use  in  case  of  fire.    Remember  that  when  one  building  on  a  farm 
starts  burning,  all  the  others  are  seriously  endangered.

_If  y_ou  knew  that  hidden  in  your  premises  there  is  the_  likelihood  of  cx 
dreaded  fire  destroying  your  possessions  and  charring  the  bodies  of  your 
loved  ones,  would  you  noi  do  all  in  your  power  to  get  rid  of  it? 


Fire  is  a  merciless  enemy.     It  slips  up  on  you  unaware,  when  all  pre- 
cautions against  it  have  not  been  carefully  observed.     In  every  sooty 
and  defective  chimney,  in  every  pile  of  rubbish,  in  all ' unprotected 
wiring  and  in  the  ignorant  use  of  gasoline  and  kerosene,  lurks  a  poten- 
tial fire.     Fight  fire  by  periodic  inspection  of  your  property  to  dis- 
cover and  correct  the  fire  hazards.    Outwit  fire  by  constant  watchfulness. 
Avoid  a  tragic  fire  which  starts  from  your  neglect.     One  act  of  care- 
lessness in  using  fire  endangers  your  farm,  your  life  and  the  life  of  each 
member  of  your  family  I 
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
